W ashington, May 18.—The present 
week in the senate bids fair to be given 
up largely to m atters pertaining to the 
District of Columbia. 
The considera­ 
tion of “the dollar gas” bill will con­ 
sume considerably more time, and when 
it is disposed of the district appropria­ 
tion bill will be taken up if it is not 
cut out by the conference report on the 
legislative bill. 
It is thought th at the district appro­ 
priation hill will lead to much discus­ 
sion. 
There are num erous items in it 
th at will call for explanation and pro­ 
voke antagonism , not the least of which 
is the am endm ent changing the house 
provision cutting off the specific appro­ 
priations for charitable institutions. It 
is alleged th at many of these concerns 
are sectarian, and there will be an ef­ 
fort to have the house provision re­ 
stored. 
It is thought th at there will be an 
effort to have the legislative, execu­ 
tive, and judicial appropriation bills 
recom m itted for further consideration 
of the provision in regard to United 
States commissioners, as the house pro­ 
vision, which the senate conferees have 
accepted, is distasteful to many of the 
senators. 
It is believed that the conference re­ 
port on the rivers and harbors bill will 
be made early in the week, but whether 
this will consume much tim e will de 
pend on how many of the senate add! 
tions the senate conferees may concede 
to those of the house. The senate m an­ 
agers are still disposed to press the ap­ 
propriations to the exclusion of other 
business, and w ill have the fortifica­ 
tions bill ready to take up as soon as 
the district bill and the conference re­ 
ports on the other appropriation bills 
are disposed of. 
There are still three 
appropriation bills which have not re 
ceived the attention of the 
senate 
These are the D istrict of Columbia, for 
tifications, and general efficiency. 
The house probably will devote much 
of its tim e during the week to the con 
sideration of conference reports on ap 
propriation bills. 
It is thought th at 
the conference reports on 
both the 
naval and rivers and harbors hills wil 
he presented and on both lively fights 
are anticipated. 
The senate amend 
m ents to the latter bill, placing six ad 
ditional projects under the contract 
system at a cost of about $12,000,000, 
will attract the bulk of the opposition, 
and in case the senate does not yield 
to the house on the naval bill in respect

Change In Fxisting Commercial Rela- 
tio ;s Favored By Spanish Constitu­ 
tional 
Party—Danger of Closing 
Tobacco Factories Pointed Out— 
Manufacturers Ready to Pay More 


Madrid, May 18.—The Cuban Union­ 
ist Constitutional party has sent a mes­ 
sage to its deputies with full instruc­ 
tions, saying that the w ar is going on 
better and that no one now doubts the 
final trium ph of Spain. 
It adds th at 
the rebels’ only hope is in a conflict 
which m ight arise between Spain and 
the United States. 
The insurgents in 
lespair, they say, employ their energy 
in the destruction of property, causing 
a serious economic crisis, since w ithout 
the sugar and tobacco crops Cuba is 
rapidly tending toward ruin. 
At the present rate, before another 
year has passed four-fifths of the rich­ 
ness of the island, they point out, will 
have disappeared, and that it is there­ 
for necessary to change the existing 
system of commercial relations, can­ 
celing it completely or so reform ing 
the tariff 
th at 
foreign im portations 
into Cuba shall cease and Cuban pro­ 
duce pay less on reaching Spain. Ship­ 
ping between Cuba 
and 
Spain, the 
manifesto further declares, m ust be 
freed from dues. 
In view of the danger that tobacco 
factories may close, thus throw ing out 
of work 12,000 
to 
15,000 men, who 
would constitute a serious danger to 
public order, it is urged that it is nec­ 
essary to forbid exportation of tobacco 
leaf or to approve some other m easure 
to protect the industry. Tobacco m an­ 
ufacturers are said to be ready to pay 
three tim es th e present export duties 
on m anufactured tobacco. 
The directors of the Union Constitu­ 
tional party finsh by declaring th at war 
m ust be answered with w ar alone, and 
th at they will obey if the governm ent 
decrees reform, but, if consulted, will 
oppose reform at present.

A tlanta, Ga., May 18.—Not in ten 
years has this city suffered as severe 
loss by fire as it did Saturday and Sun­ 
day morning. 
It is feared also that 
several persons were killed, and one 
fireman is known to be missing. 
A 
foreman of one of the fire companies 
was fatally h urt by a falling wall and 
several are in the Grady hospital, hav­ 
ing been overcome by heat. 
The fire was discovered shortly after 
l l o’clock Sunday night in the livery 
stable of Milam & Patterson, and al­ 
most sim ultaneously started in the ad­ 
joining buildings. Joyner, chief of the 
fire departm ent, ordered out all 
his 
men, but the flames continued to spread, 
consuming the M arkham 
house, the 
W ashington house, the A tlanta hotel, 
two large livery stables and a branch 
office of the Southern Express company 
on Lloyd street.

Exkortations are numerous 
urging 
good people to give their best thought 
and effort to the world in the inter­ 
est of civilization and moral reform. 
Pure selfishness is to be condemned, 
but there are 
moments 
when the 
christian is 
justified 
in 
thinking 
about himself. 
To become oblivious 
of the world for a season is not proof 
positive of an unbalanced mind. 
Self 
inspection reveals peculiarities of ex­ 
perience. 
‘ There are ebbs and tides of feeling 
which may not be ignored by thought­ 
ful 
men a ad 
women. 
Religious 
emotions are not alway* of the same 
nature. 
Some are sad, others are 
joyous. 
They vary 
in 
intensity. 
Some are feeble, others strong, mas­ 
tering the heart. 
There 
are seasons 
of 
refreshing and then 
seasons of 
pel, “ He hath done all things well. ^ enerveration, moments of d e a r vision, 
‘From small and narrow stand 
points the finite mind is prone to criti­ 
cise and complain against the great 
law s instituted by the infinite wisdom 
of God” he said. 
“ We object to the 
law of friction when we regard it 
m erely as a destroying agent; gravita­ 
tion when it precipitates some casualty 
and we even Aid it difficult to recon­ 
cile the law as given to Moses on the 
tables of stone which says 'T he in­ 
iquities of the fathers shall be visited 
upon the children.’” 
Here the speaker touched upon the 
law cf heredity showing th a t only 
through it there can be development. 
T he rule governing best legislation is 
th a t the good of the individual must 
be sacrificed for the good of the great­ 
est number. 
While we deplore the 
fact th a t the child of the opium eater 
m ust suffer for the sins it is not re­ 
sponsible for, still for the advance­ 
m ent of the race, the individual must 
be sacrificed. 
The laws are good. 
It 
is simply m an’s application of them 
th a t works suffering to m ankind. 
We 
question the wisdom th a t permits sin 
to abound in the world, but w ithout 
th e possibility of sin there can be no 
virtue. 
God’s 
laws are sometimes 
m ysterious and m ust be viewed by 
faith before sight, but taken in 
the 
larger and broader sense they all work 
together for our good. 
H is Evening; Them e. 
l a the evening he spoke from the 
words of Paul to the Ephesians: 
“ We 
are members one of 
another” and 
dem onstrated in clear and forcible ar­ 
gum ents cur dependence upon one an ­ 
other, and the great obligations we 
owe to the preceding generations. We 
are the heirs of the agee— and indebt­ 
ed to the discoverers and inventors o f 
past ages for much th a t we enjoy to­ 
day. 
“ The business man owes much of 
his success 
to the inventor of the 
steam , cars and telegraph 
system ,” 
he said, “ For the liberty we enjoy we 
are indebted to 
the 
revolutionary 
leaders. 
In fact, to the 
men before 
them , who brought about the issue.”
